The price of Arkansas anthracite, a substitute for Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite, has advanced 9) cents a ton through the in- 
crease of the freight rate. The only reason for the increase of 
the rate is the increased demand for the coal on account of the 
» coal strike. 

The price of coke for tha same reason has advanced $1 per 
ton. Last year it sold for $5.50 and is now selling for $6.50 with 
a prospect of a further advance to %. 

The price of soft coal has also advanced in sympathy with an- 
thracite. 

The effect of the closing of the Pennsylvania mines is not con- 
fined to the price of anthracite. It has put up the price of all 
fuel and thereby has vastly increased the cost of production and 
of living in all parts of the United States. 

In short, the American people as a whole are suffering the con- 
sequences of the cessation of work in the Pennsylvania mines. 
The failure to mine coal, therefore, is, in the words of the New 
York World, ‘‘a strike against the public need and the univer- 
sal welfare.’’ The public interest is the paramount interest. 

If the operators refuse or are unable to mine the coal without 
the labor of the strikers and refuse to settle the strike by a fair 
agreement with or without arbitration the public interest must 
be protected. 

Having acquired a monopoly of the anthracite mines they must 
see that the market is supplied. This is a fair demand.

COMPEL THE COLLECTION OF GARBAGE. 


It has become a necessary duty for the people to compel the 
prompt collection of garbage. 1° can be done, if citizens will go 
about it the night way. Following is the method: 

On pages 23, 24 and 25 of the pamphlet entitled ‘‘Keep Our 
City Clean,’ issued free by the Civic Improvement League, citi- 
zens will find the sections (numbers 620, 621, 691 and 815) of the 
city ordinances covering this subject. 

The police.anid the Garbage Inspector are made responsible by 
these sections for seeing that garbage is collected daily. The 
Garbage Inspector is an official of the Health Department. The 
Health Department must, on being informed of nuisances and 
menaces to public health, set in motion the legal machinery to 
remedy the evil. 

If your garbage is neglected, notify the policeman on the beat. 
Also notify, by letter or in person, the Garbage Inspector at the 
City Health Department, Eleventh and Market streets. 

Repeat this daiiy until the matter has been attended to. As 
constant dropping of water will wear away the hardest rock, so 
the citizens can, if they will persist, compel the authorities to 
compel the contructors to do their duty and stop th's nuisance 
and ignoring of the law. ™ 

Citizens have been fined for not obeying the law in regard to 
keeping streets and alleys clean. Now let the householders com- 
plete the work by compelling the contractors, who are quasi- 
municipal servants, to do their part. We cannot have a clean 
city while garbage is permitted to stand and decompose on th; 
premises of the citizens. 
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Glasgow, a city whose municipai enterprise is a perpetual sur- 
prise when its location in Scotland is recalled, has just shown 
a lesson in municipal management that is both striking and 
valuable. It acquired the ownership of its stre@t car lines some 
time since and the showing now made in that connection is 
remarkable and gratifying. Within two years electricity has 
supplanted the horse as motive power. Revenue has increased 
from $2,400,000 to $3,070,000, and after setting aside $250,000 for de- 
preciation the profits for last year were $1,450,000, enough to pay 
a 15 per cent dividend. What a pity St. Louis could not be Glas- 
gowed! .
